AURRAY SAYS NO SERIOUS 

MICTION, RESIGNATION 

NOT YET ACCEPTED 

Virginia Beach City Manager 
?hilJp W. Anct.ll tendered his re- 
s.gnation from that office to the 
City Council on Tuesday of this 
week, but no official action has 
as yet been taken in the matter. 

The City Council met in spe- 
cial session Tuesday, at which 
time Mayor P. F. Murray read cne 
manager's letter to the council 
members present. The matter was 
discussed, but formal acceptance 
of Ancell's resignation was not 
acted upon. 

The resignation, as requested 
by Ancell, is to become effective 
thirty days from June 1. 

Ancell's letter of resignation 
was brief and said: "Unable to 
see eye to eye with the adminis- 
trative body of Virginia Beach, I 
hereby today submit my resigna- 
tion as City Manager to the Coun- 
cil of Virginia Beach to become 
effective thirty days hence." The 
letter was dated June 1. 

Mayor Murray, when question- 
ed about the reference to dif- 
ferences between the manager 
and the administrative body of 
the city, stated that he had not 
recognized any clash or quarrel 
of any consequence between the 
administrative officers and the 
City Manager. 

Ancell said he planned to~*ta*t 
a vacation" and would* remain at 
Virginia Beach for a while, at 
least. 

The resigning manager is the 
third man to hold the office since 
it was created in 1949. Lawrence 
W. Lockwood was the first Vir- 
ginia Beach city manager and he 
Was ousted from office after a 
brief term 

. W. Russell Hatchett succeeded 
Lockwood and he resigned after a 
split with the council- Ancell has 
held the office longer than either 
of his predecessors, having served 
two years. 

Mayor Murray indicated that 
the council would not aet in haste 
in the matter and that an an- 
nouncement would be made in 
I due time concerning the resigna- 
tion and a possible successor in 
the city's top administrative job.

they are eating wisely. Blood 
donors to the Red Cross Blood 
Program can give Mother Nature 
a hand as "good eating is the key 
to repeating." 

Mrs. Midgett points out that 
a leaflet "Remember the Black 
Cow" is available at the Red Cross 
office. The leaflet compares the 
black cow who eats green grass 
to give milk and cheese while the 
blood donor drinks milk, eats 
green vegetables and yellow eggs 
to make red blood- 
After blood is donated, the body 
starts replacing the liquid in the 
plasma in a matter af minutes 
from the body's reserve of salt 
and water. The donor can help 
by providing through proper diet 
the proteins, minerals and vita- 
mins needed to rebuild the red 
blood cells and plasma proteins 

A well-balanced diet each day 
should include iron-rich foods 
such as dried fruits, whole grain 
cereals, root vegetable tops and 
meat with emphasis on liver, 
kidney and heart. 

An ideal diet provides materi- 
als for building red blood cells 
and repairing tissues; supplies 
energy for work and Pl&y and 
furnishes vitamins and minerals 
to utilize food.

VERY DISTURBING 

A recent news article quoting Dr. John E. Lippincott, 
who is opposing the Honorable Harry B. Davis for the House 
of Delegates seat from Princess Anne County, is very dis- 
turbing to us, and we believe to all red blooded Americans 
who believe steadfast in the democratic principles.

AMERICAS GARDENSPOT 

We have heard it often said that the Virginia Beach 
Princess Anne County area is the "gardenspot of America," 
but now it is included in the Congressional Record. 

The Honorable J. Frank Wilson, of Texas, on Tuesday, 
April 28, 1953, in the House of Representatives stated that 
the eyes of the nation are on this area and the City of Dallas. 
He was referring to the business outlook and termed the two 
areas the brightest in the nation. 

Wilson said that "investors are watching the two areas" 
to see which will be the third in the nation to experience a 
three-cycle construction boom. Previously, only Detroit and 
Los Angeles have experienced such cycles. Now, according 
to Wnson, our own area and the Dallas Texas, area are bn 
the verge ,of such an experience. 

We have felt all along that this is the brightest spot in 
the Nation, but it is reassuring to hearifeAiom a Texan since 
they very rarely speak of any other area in the same breath 
as Texas. 




In 1032, when many large as 
well as small business concerns 
were facing failure because the 
great depression had made it im- 
possible for them to obtain oper- 
ating funds, the federal govern- 
ment established the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation to help 
worthy borrowers.

! funds are not available from 
their local bankers and they are 
not well enough known to bor- 
row outside of their own com- 
munities. To meet this criticism I 
i ntr o du ced in the Senate last 
we ek a bill which will encourage 
baaa.cn, to make such loans. 

My bill would allow the Feder-

To prevent abuse of this privi- 
lege my bill provides that such 
loans must have a maturity of 
not more than ten years, be so 
sound that they are reasonably 
sure to be repaid, made to a busi- 
ness enterprise which could not 
get the money from other usual 
sources and must be for types of 
business which are necessary for 
our military defense or for es- 
sential civilian requirements. No 
single borrower could obtain more 
than $100,080 under this plan. 

This means that worthy loans 
to small business could be made 
by local bankers (who would be 
reasonably cautious since they 
could lose 10 percent or more on 
the deal) without any government 
agency entering* Into the original 
transaction. But the banker will 
have the encouragement of shar- 
ing the risk with the large num- 
ber of other bankers who partici- 
pate in the plan through the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks and will know 
that his money is not "frosen" 
for a long period if he needs it. 

This method of financing small 
business would be without expense 
to the federal government where- 
air the R F. C. is now operating 
at a loes.

Because of the splendid argil- j 
ments presented to the Supreme' 
Court last year by that great 
constitutional lawyer, John *v7. 
Davis, and several State Attor- 
neys General, including J. Lind- 
say Almond, Jr. of Virginia, I was 
confident that the Court would 
uphold State school segreaa«on 
laws.

Virginia and other southern 
states have been doing everything 
within their financial power to 
comply with a previous decision 
of the Supreme Court requiring 
that equal facilities and oppor- 
tunities for education be made 
available for all, regardless of 
race. But, If the Court goes fur- 
ther and declares that the facili- 
ties cannot be equal If they are 
separate and that segregation in 
the public schools must end, I 
fear that under the guise of pro- 
moting equal opportunity for trrs 
colored people of the South it 
will do* them irreparable harm. 

Colored readers In Virginia and 
generally throughout the South 
realize that 80 percent or more 
of the cost of the public schools 
is paid by white people although 
in twenty Virginia counties and 
in some whole states there are 
as many colored pupils as there 



are white. 

If the white parents in southern 
states should .refuse to patronize 
non-segregated public schools and 
oppose the appropriation of ade- 
quate funds for public schools be- 
cause their children are attend- 
ing private schools the quality 
of public education will necessari- 
ly decrease and the loss will be 
suffered by white children of 
those who cannot afford more 
costly privately supported educa- 
tion, as well as by colored chil- 
dren. 

Human nature has not greatly 
changed since the days of Thomas 
Jefferson when the rich planters 
of Virginia defeated his public 
school bill .because of an unwill- 
ingness to be taxed for the edu- 
cation of the masses.

1. 1200 square feet per trailer 
coach space- 

2. No trailer shall be located 
closer than ten (10) feet of an- 
other or within fifteen (15) feet 
of the right of way line of any 
public street or within six (6) 
feet of the boundaries of the 
trailer camp site, however, trailer 
coaches presently located closer 
to said rights of way and property 
boundaries, shall be allowed to 
remain at such location, provided 
no action shall be taken to lessen 
the distance to said boundaries or 
rights of way. 

Requirements to be observed by 
all trailer camps (new and exist- 
ing): 

1. Every trailer coach lot shall 
be clearly defined on the ground 
by stakes, posts or other perman- 
ent markers. The minimum lane 
or driveway on which an individ- 
ual trailer fronts shall be twenty- 
five (25) feet in width, of which 
ft minimum of 18 feet shall be 
surfaced with a durable, dust- 
proof, hard material.' Such lane 
or driveway shall have unob- 
structed access to a public street 
or highway. 

Water Supply: Requirements for 
Existing and New Camps: 

An adequate supply of pure wa- 
ter furnished through a pipe dis- 
tribution system connected direct- 
ly with an approved private or 
public water supply with supply 
faucets located on each trailer 
coach lot. An abundant supply of 
hot water shall be provided at all 
times for bathing, washing and 
laundry facilities. There shall not 
be drinking water containers or 
fountains in toilet compartments- 
Sewage and Utility Buildings: 

1. Each trailer camp shall pro- 
vide for the waste from toilets, 
tubs, showers, sinks, and garbage 
disposal units, slop-sinks, and 
laundries, to be disposed into a 
public sewer system or into a pri- 
vate sewer and central disposal 
plant or into a septic tank and 
drainage field designed by com- 
petent persons and approved by 
the County and State Health De- 
partment; grease traps shall not 
be permitted- 

All kitchen sinks, wash basins, 
lavatories, showers, or tubs in any 
trailer coach located in any trailer 
camp shall empty into an approv- 
ed septic tank or central system.

CHARGING IISITO BATTLE 



In a previous article we dis- 
cussed how the Agricultural ASt 
of 1949, which is permanent le- 
gislation (at least until modified 
or repealed by Congress) applied 
to the six basic commodities, cot- 
ton, corn, wheat, rice, tobacco 
and peanuts. 

Farm commodities other than 
those listed above are classified as 
mn-basic. The Act of '49 provides 
for mandatory price supports on 
milk and milk products within the 
range of 75 to 90 per cent of par- 
ity; on tung nuts and honey with- 
in the range of 60 to 90 per cent 
of parity; and on wool (including 
mohair) at the level between 80 
and 90 per cent of parity, which 



the Secretary of Agriculture de- 
fermlnes to be necessary to en- 
courage the production of 360 
million pounds of shorn wool per 
year. As originally passed, the 
Act provided mandatory price 
supports on potatoes within the 
range of 60 to 90 per cent of par- 
ity. A later law. however, prohi- 
bits price supports on potatoes in 
the abssnee of marketing quotas 
which are not presently author- 
ized for this commodity. 

Non-basic commodities, not men- | 
tinned above may be supported at 
the discretion of the Secretary, | 
but not in excess of the 90 per 
cent parity level.

It's 
merely the result of closely fol- 
lowing a few simple steps. Broil 
At a moderate temperature and 



time cooking time closely. Even 
a minute or two can make a great 
difference. 

When baying steaks, make sure 
that it Is at least one inch thick. 
If cut thinner, then you'd k better 
pan- broil it. If broiling meat on 
your broiler rack, then adjust the 
pan so that the distance between 
the top of the steak and the heat 
is. two inches. Now that's for a 
ONE INCH steak. Place it another 
inch away if you have a TWO 
INCH steak. Just remember, the 
thicker the steak, the farther it 
should be from the soifrce of heat. 

Cook until the steak is nicely 
brown, then sprinkle with salt 
and pepper, turn and brown on 
other side. Usj tongs or fork to 
turn.

Forest Service 
Cautions Against 
Fire Hazards 



During the past several weeks 
in Norfolk. Princess Anne, Nanse- 
mond and Isle of Wight Counties 
many persons have been warned 
against leaving their building sites 
with piles of brush or other de- 
bris burning or smouldering. Each 
year several unfortunate persons 
leave their uncompleted homes 
and forget to completely extin- 
guish a small pile of brush which 
they have been burning- A brisk 
wind fans this small blaze and 
in no time the fire creeps through 
the leaves and sets a lumber pile 
or the house afire. By ,the time 
help arrives to fight .the blaze, 
the surrounding woodland has al- 
so turned into a blackened waste.

Implications of Truce 

It is my firm conviction that 
we could have won a military 
victory in Korea under General 
Van Fleet in the late Summer 
and early Fall of 1951. But, part- 
ly because our allies would not 
support a necessary blockade of 
China nor agree to the bombing 
of bases across the Yalu and part- 
ly for other reasons which have 
not yet been fully disclosed, we 
and, our allies agreed to stop the 
fighting and start discussing an 
armistice without mentioning the 
proposal to our Field Command- 
er, General Van Fleet- He testi- 
fied before our Appropriations 
Committee that the first he knew 
of the matter was when he re- 
ceived the order, to stop fight- 
ing. And General Van Fleet added 
that at that time the Communists 
were at their lowest ebb and 
sought an armistice for the de- 
liberate purpose of rebuilding 
their strength in every category 
while stalling the conference by 
first one excuse and then another. 

Since our allies still refuse to 
cooperate for a military victory 
hod since a program of going it 
alone in Korea would have in- 
volved for us such tragic casual- 
ties no one should criticize Presi- 
dent Eisenhower for accepting the 
of two serious consequenc- 



While the Communists have fi- 
nally yielded on the Issue of re- 
patriation of prisoners, which was 
never more than a subterfuge to 
continue negotiations, no one 
should minimise the adverse ef- 
fect of this truce upon our pres- 
tige either in the Orient or in 
Europe. We must accept the hu- 
miliating fact that in Korea we 
have fought a war which we did 
not win- The terrific assault re- 
cently made primarily upon the 



sector held by South Koreans evi- 
dently was to prove to the Orient 
and to the world that when an 
armistice was finally signed in 
Korea the Communists were win- 
ning and that the free nations of 
the world were no longer willing 
to accept the casualties and hard-, 
ships involved., 

The broad implications of That 
decision may be far-reaching. 
Syngman Rhee and all South Ko- 
reans know only too well that 
acceptance of the pending armis- 
tice terms by no means settles 
the issue which Rhee said was the 
reason for our participation in 
the Korean conflict, namely, to 
protect those who wish to be free 
from the slavery of Communism 
and the overriding of those moral 
and ethical principles which we 
call the Christian religion. 

If the overall effect of that 
type of settlement on our part 
is to create the sentiment in the 
Orient that the Christian mem- 
bers of United Nations are so 
permeated with materialism that 
they will make only a half-heart- 
ed fight against the evil of Com- 
munism the entire Orient may 
turn toward the Communists. 
With that victory the Politburo 
will then concentrate upon the 
spirit of materialism among our 
European allies- They will offer 
to trade with them, holding out 
the prospects of peace, and will 
say in effect, why sacrifice your 
standard of living by a continu- 
ation of an embargo against 
trade behind the Iron Curtain. If 
Western Europe falls for that 
program In a period of 18 months 
or more the Soviet Union t\».ll 
have secured all of the military 
supplies needed to make it in- 
vincible on the battlefield and 
a third world war will have been 
definitely invited.

FRUIT SEASON TIME TO SHED 
EXTRA POUNDS SAYS EXPERT 



With the coming of summer 
and the abundance of low-calorie 
fruits and vegetables, this is a 
good time to shed those few extra 
pounds put on during the winter 
months, Dr. Mack I. Shanholtz, 
State Health Commissioner, 
states. 

People do not need as many 
starchy foods which produce en- 
ergy in warm weather as they do 
in the winter, he said, because in 
the summer the warmth which 
starchy foods give to the body is 
not needed. 

"Green leafy and yellow vege- 
tables and all types of fruit which 
are plentiful during the summer 
months provide an excellent, low 
cost diet for the person who is 
overweight," Dr. Shanholtz said 
"Many of these foods can be eaten 
raw and are very nutritious this 
way provided the food is care* 
fully washed to remove all dirt 
and insecticides which may be 
present." 

Dr. Shanholtz stressed the im- 
portance of properly storing food 
during the summer. He explained 
that certain food such as cold 
cuts, cream desserts, potato salad, 
and sandwich spreads have a ten- 
dency to spoil quickly during hot 
weather. Foods of this type should 
be kept in the refrigerator until 
just before they are serve*

In previous articles on the pro- 
visions Of the Agricultural Act of 
194», we tried to point out how 
the Congress has tried to devise 
permanent legislation which 
would give to farmers miximum 
protection against unwarranted 
price declines and at the same 
t'me require a minimum expendi- 
ture of tax money in price sup- 
port operations- 
Most students of the problem 
pvree that these are highly de- 
sirable objectives net only from 
the standpoint of the farmer but 
for non-farmers as well. While 
the farmer represents only 15 per 
c*>nt of the total population he is 
an enormous consumer of expen- 
dable raw materials such as ltane. 



fertiliser, feed and seed. In 
dition farmers spend targe i 
for trucks, ears, tractors. 
Maes and other farm machinery, 
the product ion of which requires 
many man hours of tabor in in- 
dustry. 

When farm prices fall below 
profitable levels as they tend to 
do all too frequently, the farmer 
curtails drastically his purchases 
of materials and machines and- 
starts drawing on the plant food 
reserves in his soil- This causes 
unemployment in the great in- 
dustries that normally supply his 
needs and in years gone by has 
been the forerunner of some of 
our worst depressions. An attend- 
ant evil is the enforced abandon- 
ment of soil building and im- 
provement practices which causes 
severe losses In sell reso urce s.

Through strikes and collective 
bargaining the coal miner has 
pushed his hourly wage rate to 
s pretty figure but his annual 
income Is nothing to brag about 
He doesn't work enough hours. 
The price of coal la such that oil. 
natural gas and electricity are 
steadily taking over the market 
for the coal miners labor. His 
hourly wage rate looks good and 
tends to get better but few peo- 
ple envy his shrinking annual In- 
come. 

Price supports improperly han- 
dled esn dp the same thing for 
agriculture The products from 
one acre In every* ten are now 
moving Into export channels. If 
the loss of this sixty minion acre 
market resulted In a reduction of 
only 10 per cent In our annual 
farm Income, farmers could 
probably stand this. The loss of 
our export outlets, however, 
could very easily .wreck our whole 
farm economy, price 'supports in- 
cluded. ■ The sixty million acres

Here 
the citizenry repaired, when in 
need of fresh meat, and the lo- 
cality became known as Hog 
Island- 
Since there were no refrigerat- 
ing plants at that time, some 
methods of preserving food, par- 
ticularly meats, had to be devel- 
oped. 

The curing of ham had been 
known for centuries, hut it was 
soon discovered that ham cured 
near Smithfield, Virginia, had a 
distinctive flavor. Whether it was 
caused by the oily nuts on which 
the hogs fed or by the smoke 
of hickory-oak and apple woods 
used hi curing the hams, or by 
a combination of both, was not 
known but the hams which were 
shipped to England soon found 
favor in the mother country and 
dealers began* instructing their 
Norfolk agents to send more 
SMITHFIELD HAMS. Records 
show that many hams were 
shipped direct to members of the 
Royal families. Within a short 
time these hams, along with pea- 
nuts and tobacco, became leading 
exports from the American colo- 
nies to Europe. 

It is a legend of the American 
Revolution that General Nelson, 
one of Washington's aides, seized 
the entire output of hams from 
Smithfield. Virginia, during the 
struggle for independence. The 
good General, it is said, was con- 
vinced that a liberal supply of 
such delicious and wholesome 
food would give added strength 
to the American troops. First fam- 
ilies of the South have served 
SMITHFIELD HAMS at their 
hospitable tables for more than 
two hundred years. 

Although these early pioneer 
packers have long since passed 
away, the method of feeding the 
hogs and curing the meat, re- 
mains practically unchanged. The 
hams are choice cuts from hogs 
of razor-back ancestry TTiese 
hogs are raised by formers in the 
vicinity of Smithfield and during 
the first nine months of their 
lives, they are allowed to roam 
at will through the forest.

Placement Service of the Virginia 
Council on Health and Medical 
Care, "has been a stimulus to 
other states to increase their ef- 
j forts to provide better medical 
care for rural areas." This state- 
ment is made in the just released 
Conclusion of an article which ap- 
peared on the Council's service 
in the JOURNAL OF THE AMER- 
ICAN MEDICAL ASSOCIATION, 
February 12. 1953. The Conclusion 
goes on to say that, "this success 
demonstrates the far' that phy- 
sicians are willing to settle in the 
smaller communities when these 
communities show by their coop- 
eration in seeking a physician 
that they sincerely need his serv- 
ices and are willing to support 
him not only financially, but 
morally as well." 

During the last 12 months 39 
physicians have found good Vir- 
ginia locations through the Coun- 
cil's placement service. Many oth- 
ers are at present looking for lo- 
cations in the over 70 rural com- 
munities which are on the Coun- 
cil's list as they are scrking doc- 
tors. In this program the Council 
cooperates with the Medical So- 
ciety of Virginia. 

rie Council's system of work- 
with community groups and 
getting their cooperation is sound, 
as "the problem of placing phy- 
sicians in locations where they 
are needed Is not one which iT*, 
physicians alone can solve." The 
statement continues by saying 



that,' "As an amalgamation of 
effort of professional, business, 
and farm groups, the projects of 
the Council represent ail com' 
munity interests." 

"In executing its vital task of 
placing physicians, the Virginia 
Council depends upon its mfojer 
lay groups for the cooperation so 
essential in establishing the pre- 
mise upon which the placement 
service is based, namely the great 
importance of community respon- 
sibility in securing physieians far 
rural towns." 

The statement points out that. 
"Through Its professional group 
membership, the Virginia Coun- 
cil has established an effective 
program of cooperation with the 
medical schools. This sphere of 
operations has in the past been 
tod often neglected by those In- 
terested in the redistribution of 
physicians."

JOURNAL article states. "The
